The advisory claiming | 
that asthe law stood they had earnea the | 
gratitude of the country by taking office, | 
and doubly earned it by retaining it effectu- 
ally in the faceofa hostile majority. Indeed, 

it seemed the larger the majority and the! 
greater the hostility the more the 
merit on their part, in holding on. They all 
announced their belief that the assembly 
had no control over the funds voted for ex- 
penses of government in the Northwest, and 
that to ask or demand such control was an 
outrage on common They also an- 
nouneed their determination to retain con- 
trol of the Territorial funds as long as the 
lieutenant-governor pleased, whether the

house pleased or not. 

On the other side it was asserted that if 
the assembly did not control the federal 
fund it was on account of the greed for 
oftice on the part of the advisers, who snap- 
ped at the chance even at the price of sacri- 
ficing control of nine-tenths of the revenues 
of the Territorial government,

Having com- 
wrong they aygyrevated the 
deliberately assuming control of 
the local funds, independently and in defi 
ance of the assembly, backed only by the 
lieutenant-governor, the Regina Leader and 
the,Calgary Herald. If the assembly was to 
retain the semblance of a legislative body it 
Was iecessary that it should assert iiselt 
somewhere, or suMehow, which it proeeeded 
to do by pointing out to the advisers that no 
matter how superior to the house they 
might be in thatgeapacity, as members of it, 
they were subject to rules, and if they wish- 
ed to coerce the rights of private members, 
inust become such. Neff, of Moosomin, 
made the hit ofthe evening by his witty 
exposures of the way in which the federal 
funds were squandered under the present, 
much yaunted system of irresponsible con- 
trol. Meesrs. Cayley and Haultain gave clear 
and Well-reasoned statements Of the relations 
properly existing between the assembly and 
the advisory council, and also on the ques- 
tion of the several ordinances dissalliowed 
during the past year by the Ottawa authori- 
ties. As Mr. Haultain put it, the ordinances 
Were disailowed without due consideration of 
the facts, or of the interests of the
